The election is over, and several 
surprises were accorded the public. 
The day was a delightful one aud a 
good crowd was at the polls through­ 
out the das. Toe vote was the largest 
ever polled in the city, aggregating 
2555. Much challenging 
was done, 
but few were barred from voting. A 
few mistakes were made by 
the 
women voters, who would occasionally 
wander into the wrong 
ward 
or 
precinct, but they always found a 
willing guide to show them the proper 
voting places, and to add whatever 
instruction was necessary in marking 
ballots, etc. There were few disturb­ 
ances of note although an occasional 
brawl was indulged in. The women 
came out In armies, and voted with 
the courage of a “Hickory” Jackson 
Democrat. 
Gilbert was hard pressed by Bough, 
aud It was thought about IO o’clock 
last night th at Gilbert had been 
snowed under. But the returns from 
a couple of precincts came in and dis­ 
pelled the doubt. Gilbert leads by 
93 \otes. 
The school board tight 
was a grand victory for the Bible- 
lovers. The people in the Third felt 
rather shaky at first, but when the 
count was completed It was found 
that the 
citizen 
candidates had 
carried the day. Cheer after cheer 
went up when the result became 
known. This morning we were kept 
busy answering the ’phone in regard 
to school board In the Third, and our 
answers were in each instance bailed 
with cheers and words expressive of 
their appreciation of the result. 


FIEST WA BD. 
In the First ward the voters were 
out bright and early, and the workers 


toiled incessantly for their candidates. 


In the first precinct, which was the 
first counted out, Gilbert led the list 
for mayor, having 71 votes to his 
credit, with Bough second, tallying 
HO, and Rube third, with 36. while 
Hall made a bad fourth, with but IO 
votes. The Republicans also caught 
the remaining offices. 
lo the second precinct Gilbert more 
than made up his loss in the third by 
showing up 147 votes; Bough, 127; 
Hall, 36, and Ruhe, 31. Quite a num­ 
ber of women turned out and voted 
on the school board. 
Vodrey and 
Stevenson were the choice of 
the 
voters In that precinct. 
Third 
precinct—Bough 
lead for 
Mayor with 78 votes. Gilbert seoond 
with 69, Hall third with 19, while 
Ruhe came in last 
with 17. For 
school board Vodrey and 
Calhoun 
were the choice, with Crawford and 
Stevenson chasing them hard, there 
being but three votes difference in 
each instance.

Much interest was manifested in 
the Second ward at both precincts, 
and a good vote was polled, both on 
city and school board.

Ruhe managed to step in ahead of 
Hall by four votes, having 26 to his 
credit, while be of the unterrified was 
accorded 22. For school board Hodg­

Second precinct—Gilbert led Bough 
by 13 votes, while Ruhe agaiu came In 
third, with double the number of 
Hall’s vote, 36 being tallied opposite 
his name.

This gentlem an’s nam# 
is Piskslug. aud he is an A uttro Huu 
gar I an by birth. 
He is so expert, or. 
rather, a phenom enal artist, in the use 
of the whip. 
The first thing he does I* to take a 
long lashed, stout bandied w hip in each 
hand, and, w ith orchestral accom pani­ 
m ent, proceed to crack or snap them at 
a terrific rate. 
The sound m ade by his 
whip* in th is rasnner is graduated from 
a noise like a rifle report to th e soft click 
of a b illiard ball. It makea a curious sort 
of m usic aud serves to show bow be 
can regulate the force of each stroke. 
M ore interest, however, is evinced 
w hen he seize# a vicious looking whip 
w ith an abnorm ally long lash 
It Is pro­ 
vided w ith a very heavy handle of m edi­ 
um length. T his is his favorite toy, and 
w hat he eau do w ith it is really w on­ 
derful. 
H e first give* an idea of w hat 
fearful force there lies iu a w hip lash in 
the hand* c f an expert. 
A largo flam e, over w hich is st retched 
a calf or sin j -kin, is brought on the 
stage.

in a kayer of esu ’tb, prov ided it retaiu s 
m oietu re, dry e tr being fata l to them 
They can, 00 the o thw b*nd, exist snb- 
m erged in w ater for sev eral m onths. 
They liv e chiefly ia the su perflcial m old 
lee* then * foot below the su rface, bu t 
in long oontinned dry w eather au d in 
v ery cold seaaona they m ay bu rrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The bu rrow a are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, v oided 
by the worm« , au d end in sm all oham - 
bwe in w hich they can tn rn rou nd. 
The bu rrow* ere form ed partly by 
pu ahing away the earth, bu t chiefly by 
th* earth being « wallow ed. L argequ au - 
tie i of earth are sw allow ed 
by tbe 
w orm s fu r the sake of the decom posing 
v egetable m atter contained in it, on 
w hich they feed. 
The earth thu s sw al­ 
lowed is v oided in spiral heaps, form iu g 
tbe worm casting!. 
In this case the 
worm obtains food and at tbe sam e 
tim e excav ates its bu rrows. 
In addition to th* food thu s obtained 
half decayed leav es are dragged into the 
bu rrow s, m aiu ly for food, bu t also to 
plu g the m ou ths of the bu rrow s for tbe 
sake of protectiu u . W orms are also fond 
of m eat, especially fat. They w ill also 
eat the dead bodies of their relativ es. 
They are noctnru al ia habit, rem aining, 
as a ru le, iu the bu rrow s du riu g tbe day 
and oom ing ou t to feed a t night. 
Tha earthw orm haa no eyes, bu t is 
affeotad by strong light if axposed to it 
for som e tim e. 
I t has no seu se of he ar­ 
ing, bu t is sensitiv e to the v ibratiu u s of 
sou nd. 
The w hole Ixxiy is sensitiv e to 
tou oh. 
There appears to ba some seu « e 
of sm ell, bu t this is lim ited to a certain 
articles of food, w hich are discov ered 
by tb* worm w hen bu ried in earth, in 
preferenoc to other bodies not relished. 
Tbe w orm appears to hav e some degree 
of intelligence from the w ay iu w hich 
it draw s tbe leav es into its borrow s, a l­ 
w ays Ju dging w biok ia the best end to 
draw tbam iu by. T his is rem arkable iu 
so low ly organized an anim al, being a 
degree of intelligence not pnesessed by

Th* common earthworm, despised by 
man aud heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a*part in nature (hat would seem 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
th* patient and long oonrinned researches 
of Darwin. '‘Worms,” says Darwin, 
"have played a mors important part in 
the history of the world than most per 
eon* would at first suppose. ” Let us 
follow Darwin and see how this appar 
ently insignificant creature baa changed 
the face of nature. We will first consider 
the habits aud mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. Ae every one knows, tile worms 
live in burrows iu the superficial layer 
of the ground. They can live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in tile superficial mold 
ieee than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very oold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quail 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter contained in it, on 
which they feed. 
The earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtaina food and at the same 
time exoavatea its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, inaiuly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of mast, especially fat. They will also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal la habit, remaining, 
aa a rule, iu the burrows during the day 
aud ooming out to feed at night. 
The earthworm has no eye*, bot is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. The whole body ia sensitive to 
touoh. There appear* to be some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The woe in appears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its bnrrows, al­ 
ways Judging which la the best end to 
draw them iu by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animnl, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
mony animals of more complex organi­ 
sation. 
For inst anoa, the ant can often 
be seen dragging objects along traverse]/ 
Instead of taking them the easiest way. 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms aud voided 
the surface as oastings. When it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
sore of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 68,000, we oan imagine the 
great affect which they must have on 
the soli. 
They are, in faot, continually plow­ 
ing the land. At one part of the ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm ia a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fine particles. It is 
this gizzard whioh is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
■mall atones swallowed with the earth, 
whioh act aa millstone*. 
In 
con sequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the aurfaoe by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rooks, etc., lying on the 
aurfaoe will in course of time become 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objeota of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
Theee have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ac­ 
tion of worms found, to whioh action 1 
their preservation was mainly due. The 
•Inking of th4 foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms oan work— j 
namely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Another useful effect produced by 
worms la the preparation of the soil for I 
the growth of seedlings. By their agency 
the aoli is periodically sifted and expos 
ed to the air, and in this way is able to 
retain moisture and absorb soluble sub 
stances of use for the nutrition of plants.

From how great a height may a per­ 
son full and live? This question wa* 
suggested 
by the experience of Dr. j 
Heim, the Zurich professor, who told j 
how lie fell h great distance down a 
glacier in Switzerland and lived to re­ 
late bis sensation*. Hi* aim was to prove , 
that sudden death wa* not painful. The 
other phase of the question—how far j 
may we fall unhurt—in just an interest­ 
ing, however. 
The well known Alp* wanderer. Si­ 
gnet, fell backward off the crown of the 
Korpfsturk Alp, Switzerland, aud land­ 
ed on tho rock* at the foot of the glacier, 
Of coarse bul fall wa* somewhat broken 
as he bounded from spur to spur, but 
the fall wa* a great one nevertheless. 
Of the persons who have fallen from 
balloon* no record ha* been kept, but 
the strident* have been sufficiently dan­ 
gerous to prove that a great fall does not 
alway* end human life. 
In July lard 
The Rost-Dispatch recorded the feat of 
a negro who, to escape punishment for 
stealing a ride, Jumped over the Dela­ 
ware bridge on the Erie railroad at Port 
Jervis, N. Y. He fell a distance of 80 
feet, and though striking on his head in 
a bed of gravel covered only by six | 
Inches of water, he escaped serious in- j 
Jury. 
George Petorski, a young Polish boy I 
aged ll. went out for huckleberries on 
the Honevpot mountain, near Port Jar- , ♦ 
vis, N. Y. 
He ventnred too near the 
edge of a cliff known as Eugle Nest, 
aud, slipping on a stone, was hurled 
over. The descent is nearly perpendicu­ 
lar aud the lad rolled and bounded over 
the jagged rocks a distance of 400 feel 
to the railroad tracks below. 
He wa* 
picked up tom and bleeding from a hun­ 
dred wounds and unconscious, but still 
alive. 
That case had youth in its favor. Here 
is a case of age. Mary Derma, aged Th 
years, recently fell 80 feet from ii win­ 
dow of 257 Camden street, Newark, N. 
J., and escaped with ouiy a badly 
bruised hip. She lost her balance while 
shaking a dusting cloth from the win­ 
dow and fell upon burd ground in tho 
back yard. 
Here is a case of an infant: At Rock­ 
away Beach, N. Y., George McVey, 9 
years old, tumbled out of a third story 
window without receiving any injuries 
except a bruised eye aud a skinned no . 
He crept to the window while his moth 
er wa* asleep. 
His fall was broken by 
ail awning. 
Women seem especially able to drop 
from any height and receive little or no 
injury. In France recently a woman 
tried to commit suicide by jumping 
from a high bridge. (She wa* hardly gi 
I jured. Near Niagara falls a woman fell 
j over a precipice and lauded some hun­ 
dred feet below, alive and able to tell of 
it. 
Mrs. Annie Keeney leaped out of a 
fifth story window of 126 East One Hun­ 
dred and Eighth street, New York, aud I 
sustained only a few slight bruises on I 
the face. The woman was half asleep ut I 
the time aud walked over the roof of her 
own house to that of her neighbor’s. I 
She swung off the roof to a fire escape 
and asked the occupants of 125 for 
brandy. Un being refused she leaped to 
the ground. 
Clotheslines 
stretched 
across the yard between the tenement 
windows, and the woman rebounded from 
one of these to another in her fall, until 
she finally lauded, badly shaken up, but 
otherwise onburt.
